A review of files of the Milwaukee Office shows that the 
May 24, 1967, issue of the "Kenosha News”, daily newspaper of general 
circulation in the Kenosha, .Wisconsin, area, contains an article, at 
page 15 concerning subject. 

This article states that almost 53 months after the first step 
was taken to initiate a John Doe investigation in Kenosha, the final 
phase of the matter is approaching a conclusion. It continues that on 
May 23, 1967, two defendants named in warrants as a result of the inquiry, 
entered pleas in Kenosha County Court. It states that one of the defendants 
was BUSTIANO V. (Buster) BALISTOERE, a resident of Kansas Oily who formerly 
Presided in Milwaukee. It relates that BAUSIRERE pleaded guilty to a 
/misdemeanor gambling'count and was fined 0500 ty Judge EARL D. MORTON,

TE advised that ALEX PRESTA is not an LCN 
member, however, like BRANCATO, owes his allegiance 
to the Kansas City "outfit". PRESTA is under the 
complete control of the Kansas City "family". 


TE stated that MAX JABEN and|_|are 

very close to the Kansas City "outfit" and both are 
highly respected by the CIVELLA "Family" and therefore 
are privy to secret s that normally only "outfit" members 
would know. I is considered one of the best 

organizers of gambling in the United States. JABEN; in 


the. past, has been involved with "outfit" members in 


corrupting politicians and performing other services 
including such things as armed robberies. 


TE stated that JOHN MENSCO, who is not an 
"outfit" member, despises FELIX FERINA and would probably 
do anything, including taking FERINA's life, in order 
to even an old score MENSCO has with FERINA. TE explained 
that in the 1950s MENSCO set up an inside job relative 
to a drug store in Kansas City which FERINA and others 
pulled off, however, MENSCO never received his share 
of the proceeds from this score.
